A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Scott Moore called today asking me to cancel claims 20-27 and 30 and enter the 
remainder of the amendment and said he needed to submit a response with a two-month 
extension by tomorrow. I returned his call at 919-854-1400 and indicated that I would 
need to look at the other amended claims and consider whether I can do an examiner's 
amendment. He asked me to fax something by tomorrow. I indicated my 
recommendation to allow the case has to be approved and depending on how busy we 
are, it probably will not happen by tomorrow. So he asked me to just call him back by 
tomorrow and let him know what I thought of the amendments. 

I called him back the same day and indicated that in a prior action, claim 18 was objected 
to and claim 18 depends on rejected claim 17 which depends on rejected claim 12. After 
final amended claim 12 does not have the limitations of rejected claim 17 or objected 
claim 18 and therefore, none of the amendments will be entered. 

Scott Moore said that claim 12 is similar to claim 1 in that claim 12 is a method claim of 
claim 1 and so he put the allowable subject matter indicated for claim 5 into claim 12. I 
disagreed with claim 12 being similar to claim 1 in that claim 12 is a method claim of 
claim 1 and pointed out that at least the limitation of a two stage interpolator, as recited in 
claim 1, is not in claim 12. Also, claim 5 was indicated to contain allowable subject 
matter when it includes the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Putting the limitations of claim 5 into claim 12 will require further consideration. Scott 
Moore indicated that certain recitations within claim 12 refer to a two-stage interpolator. 
I said that this will require further consideration. 

Applicant should note that there are other differences between claim 12 and claim 1 such 
as 'an adaptive fractionally spaced decision feedback equalizer' is recited in claim 1 but 
not in claim 12 (claim 12 says 'equalizer' without 'adaptive fractionally spaced decision 
feedback') 

The amendments, at least of claim 12, do not simplify issues. The prosecution is closed 
and has been closed since the final office action mailed by the office on 10/1 1/2002.
